The possibility of summer school 
being cancelled Is slim to none. Chan¬ 
cellor John Darling said last week. 

The Board of Regents has threat¬ 
ened such a drastic measure across the 
university system if the state legisla¬ 
ture passes a bill that would cut S166 
million in higher education. LSUS' 
share of the cuts would be roughly S3 
million. 

"In reality i do not believe that the 
legislature and.governor will alii 
higher education to go over the edge 
that way," Darling said. "If in truth 
that (cuts) was going to be a 
with no effort made by the state

Cook said it would affect the city 
since electricity and water would be 
cut off and that all support staff (secre¬ 
taries, custodians, etc..) would be laid 
off. 

"That doesn't even count the incon¬ 
venience to the students." 

He also predicted that if the legisla¬ 
ture were to make the cuts they’re con¬ 
sidering, LSUS would be closed down 
permanently and only LSU-Baton 
Rouge, University of New Orleans, 
and Louisiana Tech would stay open. 
However, Cook, like Darling, is

Ail remains quid in the Chem¬ 
istry 106 class but the sound of the 
professor's voice and a strange 
clicking noise. Like playing a 
game of hide and seek, the sound 
finally traces back to a small 
device called a Braille'N Speak sit¬ 
ting atop a small notebook size 
computer. The keys respond to 
Andy Quick, a 19 year-old educa¬ 
tion major at LSUS. No one seems 
to mind the sound as it rhythmical¬ 
ly records the professor's lecture, 
Andy, blind since birth, uses her 
Braille TNI Speak in the same way 
other students use a notebook and 
pen. 

Five days a week Andy can be 
found on campus. Her mother, as 
sighted guide, gets Andy to and 
from her classes, but from that 
point on Andy is on her own. 

In order for Andy to compete in 
the classroom with sighted stu¬ 
dents, several adaptations must be 
made to insure her the same edu¬ 
cational opportunities: the ability 
to read textbooks, to perceive dia¬ 
grams/graphs and to complete 
examinations, 

Andy obtains some of her text¬ 
books from Recordings for the 
Blind, an organization that records 
her textbooks on audio tape. Other 
books, not available on tape, she 
purchases from the LSUS book¬ 
store and has them read to her by 
family members.

In order to comprehend dia¬ 
grams, Andy's mother makes 
raised copies of them by use of a 
regular sewing wheel designed to 
emboss dress patterns on material 
However, this embossing of 
graphs, done instead on paper, 
gives Andy the opportunity to 

study the diagrams by touch and 
understand the concepts. 

Test taking becomes another 
area that must be adapted. As 
Andy must have tests given to her 

orally, she takes them separately 
from the rest of the class. Dr. Stu¬ 
art Mills, Chairman of the Math 
Department and former professor 
of Andy recalls, "No special con¬ 
siderations were given except 
when needed. We must be careful 
and wise when looking at special 
considerations." As a student, 
Andy succeeded in the mathemat¬ 
ics class. "I was impressed with 
her accomplishments," Mills said. 

Although Andy appears quiet, 
studious and stoic in the class¬ 
room, she still likes to get a laugh 
or two and sometimes at the 
expense of others. For instance, 
back in the ninth grade a visiting 
school nurse worked hastily pro¬ 
viding eye screenings for each stu¬ 
dent in Andy's class. As the testing 
proceeded, Andy memorized the 
entire eye chan line by line after 
hearing it repeated by all the stu¬ 
dents. The nurse inadvertently 
called out Andy's name for testing. 


n l went up and read out the line 
number she told me. She wasn't 
looking at me and didn't know I 
was totally blind. She told me 1 
had 20/20 vision. Everyone 
laughed," said Andy with a chuck¬ 
le. 

As far as new friends on cam¬ 
pus, Andy has made a few. Sarah 
Mercicr met Andy this Spring, M I 
had a desire to learn about her 
Braille 'N Speak device, so I asked 
her how it worked,” said Mercier. 
"I also remember one time there 
was a glaring light coming through 
the classroom door. I made the 
comment that I was going to go 
blind if it wasn't shut. At first, I 
felt I may have offended her, but 
she said she wasn't sensitive about 
those types of comments. I felt 
more at ease with her then." 

Although Andy spends a great 
deal of outside time studying, she 
still enjoys recreational activities, 
mostly with her family. 

Since Andy has successfully 
made the transition from high 
school to college campus, she has 
advice for other visually impaired 
and blind students who will walk 
this road to independence. 

” Don't panic too much. A lot of 
visually impaired people 1 know 
will go completely berserk the 
minute they run into problem and 
over-react. Discuss the problem 
with your professor first. All of the 
ones here have been pretty help* 
fill* 

Now that you know a little 
more about Andy, you should real¬ 
ize she is really no different from 
you. She just has a different way 
of seeing. So, whenever you hear 
the sound of a clicking noise in 
your classroom look around, you 
may find Andy and her Braille 'N 
Speak. If you do, introduce your¬ 
self; you will both be better for it.

lernake is no comparison to ‘La Femme Nikita’

A beautiful, scantily clad 
ivoman, guns, and a screenplay 
ripped off from someone else—is 
this an Andy Sidaris flick? The 
director of "Hard Ticket to Hawaii" 
never made a movie with the ambi¬ 
tion and quality featured in "Point 
Of No Return”, the new film star¬ 
ring Bridget Fonda. 

"Point Of No Return" may not 
be as good as the French "La 
Femme Nikita" upon which it was 
based, but the movie does give hope 
that the future of American adapta¬ 
tions of foreign films has something 
to offer the unfortunate American 
masses who wouldn't be caught 
dead renting anything in the 
"Imports" section of their local 
Alfalfa video store. 

Although "Point Of No Return" 
is based on "Nikita", they are two 
very different movies. The cine¬ 
matography of the American ver¬ 
sion, especially in the first scene, 
emphasizes the intensity of the 
action to a higher degree than the 
French original. However, do not be 
fooled into thinking that the Ameri¬ 


can version is, therefore, superior. 
The screenplay of "Point” cannot 
hold a candle to the original. 

The characters of the original are 
far more credible and intriguing. In 
the French version, Nikita, begins 
the movie as a strung-out, wild drug 
addict (1 ike her counterpart Maggie 
in "Point"). Realistically, after years 
of intensive training, Nikita retains 
enough of her wild side to be an 
effective assassin* In "Point", Mag¬ 
gie's inner being somehow changes 
so much in six months that she is 
hardly able to finish her first assign¬ 
ment before being completely 
revolted by her fatal deeds. 

In the original. Bob, the agent 
who recruits, trains, and then super¬ 
vises Nikita’s operations, exhibits 
through his behavior a moral char¬ 
acter that was obviously twisted by 
the tasks which he had to perform. 
He likes Nikita and would like to 
help her, but he doesn’t have the 
power to do anything that would 
change her situation. Conversely, 
"Point" features Bob (Gabriel Byrne 
from "Miller's Crossing") as a sweet 
guy who becomes the hero by lying 
to protect Maggie. The fantasy 
world of Hollywood strikes agaia 


In order to make her into an 
assassin who can fit in at (he ritziest 
places, the government assigns her 
an etiquette instructor. In "La 
Femme", the instructor awes Nikita 
with her incredible grace* In 
"Point", the instructor (Anne Ban¬ 
croft) grabs her and yells at the bel¬ 
ligerent Maggie to bring her back 
into line* This reflects modern 
America's respect for the force of 
violence above the power of grace. 
The days of Katherine Hepburn are 
no more. 

The original film shows Nikita's 
boyfriend as a man who loves her 
so much he doesn’t mind her not 
telling him about her past. In 
"Point", he (Dermot Mulroney) is a 
jerk. He will deal with her guarded 
behavior—for now. In the original, 
when Nikita leaves a note for Bob, 
the boyfriend tears it up. because he 
blames Bob for all the pain that 
Nikita suffered. In the new version, 
it’s nothing more than jealousy of 
Bob. 

Despite all the foolish changes in 
the screenplay, "Point Of No 
Return" preserves enough of the 
original's form to be worth watch¬ 
ing. 



Indecent Proposal’ inane, empty-headed entertainment

The filmmakers responsible for 
te runaway smash hit blockbuster 
Indecent Proposal" were trying to 
it all the right buttons. 

But their effort to push those 
uuons reminds me of when I was a 
reshman at LSU and I would get 
rack to my dorm room completely 
aced drunk. I would try to call all 
fiy old grilfriends long-distance, 
m failed to push the right buttons 
nd always woke up innocent pco- 
fc. 

Director Adrian Lync and pro¬ 
per Sherry Lansing are about as 
ucccssful* They try to push the 
ame "morality play" buttons as 
hey did with "Fatal Attraction," but 
!ttd up with unintentional laughs. 

I'll sum it up for you. Robert 
Bedford gets to prove that he can 
dll be charming. Woody Harrelson 
[eis to prove he can play it straight, 
Hid Demi Moore gets to show off 
ier latest boob job* 

(Anyone doubling whether or 
not her cleavage is real or Memo 
rex, look at her in this film and 
umpare her to "About Last Night*" 
She's got more plastic on her than 
Barbie* Everybody knows the plot: 
charming billionaire offers a mil¬ 
lion bucks to sleep with a guy’s 
wife. 


To the movie's credit, the first 
hour is at least entertaining, if 
empty-headed. Harrelson and 
Moore are ambitious yuppies trying 
to build a dream house, but only 


manage to work themselves into 
debt. They ain't (he brightest couple 
in the world, either. They're about 
as vacant as a Shreveport hotel. 
They make Hand son’s character on 
"Cheers" look like Einstein, 

They manage to get $5000 from 
Hanelson's father, so what do they 
do? They head to Vegas, and in one 
of those moronic movie miracles, 
they run it up to $25,000 at the 
craps table* 


Then the two geniuses lose 
everything at the roulette wheel* 

Somewhere in there, Redford 
sees Moore in the casino and 


becomes infatuated. He asks the 
Woodman if he can borrow her for 
good luck at the craps table. In still 
another moronic movie miracle, she 
wins him a million bucks, and Red- 
ford, in turn, invites them to a party 
in his room. 

That’s when the indecent propos¬ 
al makes its entrance, igniting seri¬ 
ous office water-cooler conversa¬ 
tion everywhere* Brace yourself, 


because inevitably you will be 
asked, "Would you give up your 
wife (or girlfriend, or boyfriend, or 
husband) for a million bucks?" 

(My answer I usually lose the 
girlfriend for free, so it would be 
nice to get some remuneration for a 
change*) 

In the last portion of the film, the 
Wood-Man and Mrs* Willis break 
up because he's a jealous wreck. 
This Is where the movie could have 
used a gun figh t, a car chase, or a 
chainsaw dismemberment- It's dead 
slow from this point on. 

In probably the movie's silliest 
turn, Demi actually starts DATING 

Redford, begging the question: 
when they have sex, does he have 
to pay her a million bucks each 
time? (Let’s go, Rob! The meter's 
running!") 

I also didn't like the way they 
blatantly ripped off two much better 
films: there's a scene where two 
screenwriters talk about a movie 
idea, that looks like it was taken 
straight from "The Player*" 

But the most blatant ripoff 
comes when Redford tells Moore a 
story about how he fell in love with 
a woman at first sight and never 
saw her again. It's a scam of a simi¬ 
lar story that Joseph Gotten told in 
"Citizen Kane*" 

I did like the scenes with the 


couple's lawyer, played by Oliver 
Plan (the token nobody in "Flallin- 
ers," and James Woods' con artist 
partner in "Diggstown,") His cyni¬ 
cism and opportunistic altitude pro¬ 
vide intentional laughs* If all the 
characters were written as well as 
his part, this would have been a 
much better movie* 

This is one of those movies 
where critics and audiences are 
going to strongly disagree. It’s get¬ 
ting scathing reviews (Ganneu’s 
Jack Garner called it stupid, 
"Rolling Stone's Peter Travers 
trashed it as blatantly sexist) but ir 
also is making zillions at the box 
office* 

I've had some intelligent people, 
friends I respect and admire, tell me 
they liked it* I guess it's a genuine 
crowdpleaser, and you can enjoy it 
if you don't think about it loo much. 
The filmmakers didn't 
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Last Word
